M.  U.  Mentor  Gives 
Ideals  In  Football 


“TIio  football  player  of  old  was  a 
roughneck,  he  made  no  sacrifices,  his 
school  meant  nothing  to  him  and  ho 
meant  nothing  to  it,’’  Coach  Gwinn 
Henry  of  the- University  of  Missouri 
told  the  Bearcats  at  the  annual  Mont¬ 
gomery  banquet  last  Wednesday  even¬ 
ing.  The  dinner  was  given  at  the  Elks’ 
club  house  by  W.  J.  Montgomery  in 
honor  of  the  football  boys  of  the  High 
School  and  College. 

Coach  Henry  has  made  an  enviable 
record  of  bringing  two  football  champ¬ 
ionships  to  the  M.  U.  Tigers  in  as  many 
years  there.  Comparing  the  old  football 
player  with  the  one  of  today  ho  con¬ 
tinued: 

“The  football  player  of  today  is  a 
combination  of  the  many  things  that 
count.  Ho  is  a  gentleman,  a  student,  ho 
is  willing  to  train,  willing  to  sacrifice 
all,  ho  depends  upon  his  mental  ability 
as  well  ns  physical  being  to  accomplish 
his  purpose.’’ 

Coach  Henry  wont  on  to  bring  out 
furthur  the  progress  of  football  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  player  by  showing  how 
much  depends  upon  the  mental  ability 
and  the  mental  attitude  that  it  was 
not  the  phyaie:illy  powerful  eleven  that 
won  but  the  eleven  with  the  right 
mental  attitude,  from  the  big  school  or 
the  small  college.  It  is  determination 
that  counts,  ho  declared. 

“The  college  spirit  and  attitude  will 
keep  down  professional  football,’’  de¬ 
clared  the  coach.  “I  do  not  condemn 
“Rod’’  Grange  for  entering'  profes¬ 
sional  footimll  because  of  the  opportun¬ 
ity  offered  him,  but  the  average  man 
has  not  that  right  and  the  college 
spirit  will  never  support  professional 
football. 

“!My  aim  in  coaching  is  to  develop 
men  with  determination,  nien  that  can 
give  and  take,  men  that  will  make  cit¬ 
izens,  men  that  will  have  the  quulifi- 
dations  that  wilt  count.’’

Powerful  Kansas  City  Quintet  Comes 
Here  January  9  To  Dedicate  New 
Gym — St.  Joseph  Hillyards  Here 
Jan.  16.t 


The  College  championship  in  girls’ 
basketball  will  bo  decided  this  after¬ 
noon  in  tho  now  gymnasium  when  tho 
Seniors  play  tho  Sophomores  in  the 
final  round  of  tho  inter-class  tourna¬ 
ment. 

Each  of  these  teams  have  won  two 
games,  the  Juniors  and  Freshmen  hav¬ 
ing  been  defeated  by  both.  These  latter 
two  teams  will  meet  to  decide  third- 
place  honors  following  the  champion¬ 
ship  game,  which  is  scheduled  for  4:20 
0  ’clock. 

Comparative  scores  point  to  a  Senior 
victory  since  the  fourth -year  team  has 
scored  73  points  and  has  had  12  points 
scored  against  it,  while  the  Sophomores 
have  scored  a  total  of  44  points  to  3 
for  their  opponents. 

In  spite  of  figures,  however,  senti¬ 
ment  seems  as  strongly  in  favor  of  tho 
Sophomores  ns  of  tho  Seniors. 

All  four  games  played  so  far  have 
been  one-sided.  In  tho  first  game  of 
tho  tournament  played  Tuesdny,  tho 
Seniors  won  from  the  Juniors  37  to  10; 
and  in  tho  second,  tho  Sophomores  al¬ 
most  whitewashed  tho  Freshmen  in  a 
14  to  1  game.  At  that  tho  victorious 
forwards  were  off. 

In  tho  second-round  games  of  Thurs¬ 
day  the  Seniors  won  from  tho  Freshmen 
30  to  2,  and  tho  Sophomores  easily  de¬ 
feated  tho  Juniors  30  to  2. 


Bn.sketball  practice  will  be  discon¬ 
tinued  with  tho  close  of  the  College  for 
tho  Christmas  vneation,  to  give  the 
boys  .a  chance  to  spend  a  few  days  at 
home,  and  to  rest  tho  sore  muscles 
produced  in  tho  early  work  outs. 

The  squad  will  return  tho  first  of 
next  week  and  resume  tho  daily  drills 
and  scrimmages  in  preparation  for  the 
opening  game  to  be  played  at  the  end 
of  tho  first  week  in  Janu.ary.  It  is 
definitely  decided  the  Kansas  City 
.athletic  Club  will  play ,  the  Bearcats 
January  9  as  tho  dedication  game  for 
the  new  gym.

of  Chicago,  Prodorick  Stock,  director  of 
tho  Chicago  Smphony  Orchestra,  Will¬ 
iam  McAndrow,  superintendent  of 
schools,  and  Mrs.  James  W.  Morrison, 
president  of  tho  Illinois  League  of 
AVomon  A''otors.  Hotel  lobbies,  schools, 
churehos,  theatres,  clubs,  homos,  hospi¬ 
tals,  jails  and  all  public  institutions 
whore  people  are  gathered  will  bo 
visited  by  tho  groups  of  enrol  singers, 
and  their  music  will  also  ho  broadcast 
by  radio.  Tho  committee  plans  to  have 
every  human .  voice  in  Chicago  join  in 
tlio  singing  oil  Christmas  Evo  and 
Ohristmas  morning.

THE  WHY-FOR  OF  4  QUEENS 

'The  members  of  tlio  Tower  staff 
rend  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  tlio 
article  in  last  week ’s  Courier  by  “A 
Student, "■‘asking  for  one  Tower  Queen 
by  popular  vote.  AVo  believe  that  “A 
Student"  docs  not  realize  nor  nppro- 
ciiite  the  nmoiiiit  of  eoiisidcration  which 
the  Staff  has  given  to  this  matter. 
Many  plaii.s  were  suggested  and  .dis¬ 
cussed  and  wo  have  decided  upon  the 
[  ono  which  to  us  seems  fairest  nnd  best. 
This  article  is  not  written  to  justify 
our  action,  for  tho  plan  rceeived  the 
almost  iiiiniiimous  sanction  of  tho  stu¬ 
dent  body  at  last  week’s  class  meet¬ 
ings;  AVc  are  merely  trying  to  explain 
to  “A  Student,"  and  n  few  others, 
who  seem  unable  to  uiidorst.aiid,  our 
motives  for  adopting  this  plan. 

'Tlio  Staff  decided  against  a  general 
election  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  A  general  student  election  tends 

to  detract  from  class  work.  ^ 

(2)  Tho  election  becomes  politic.il, 
and  there  are  needless  expenditures  I 
for  campaigns,  thoughtless  remarks, 
and  unfriendly  feelings. 

(3)  A  general  election'  is  not  nec¬ 
essary  since  the  activity  coupons  take 
dare  of  annual  sales. 

Therefore,  that  the  basis  of  selection 
might  bo  one  of  merit  and  personality 
rather  than  beauty,  that  the  method  of 
choice  might  be  free  from  polities,  wo 
gave  to  each  class  the  privilege  of 
choosing  one  of  its  number  for'  tho 
honor.  This  is  what  “A  Student"  does 
docs  not  seem  to  niiderstand — the  class¬

The  girls  wore  oliosoii,  nnd  “A  Stu¬ 
dent"  'ndinits  that  they  arc  roproson- 
tativc  girls.  Then  why  not  hnvo  more 
than  0110  queen? 

In  the  first  place,  tho  Tower  Queen 
tradition  is  no  so  ‘  ‘  ago  old "  ns  “  A 
Student"  might  load  ns  to  boliovo.  It 
did  not  origiiinto  with  Vol.  I  of  tho 
'Tower,  in  fact  there  have  boon  in  tlio 
past  only  throe  Tower  Qiioeiisl  Laxity 
ill  maintaining  a  tradition  of  only 
throe  years  standing  will  probably  not 
“wrong  tile  institution"  to  the  degree 
wliieli  lie  predicts. 

During  tlio  past  few  years  our  school 
has  grown,  and  its  activities  nvo  be¬ 
come  so  varied  that  to  find  one  girl 
who  is  active  in  all  phases  of  school 
life  and  who  is  known  by  all  tho  stu¬ 
dents  is  almost  nil  impossibility.  There 
arc  very  few  uiiivorsitios  and  colleges 
as  largo  ns  ours  which  limit  this  honor 
to  one  girl.

The  staff  1ms  not  overstepped  its 
aiitlioi'ity  ill  tliis  matter,  neither  1ms  it 
taken  action  nithoiit .  the  consent  of 
the  students.  In  ovorytliiiig  that  wo  do 
we  would  say  with  tho  writer  of  last 
week’s  article.  “AVe  are  back  of  old 
.S.  T.  C.  and  we  are  proud  of  her."

For  State  H.  S.  ; 

Athletic  Ass’n ' 

'  I 

O.  G.  Sanford  of  Trenton  Heads  Com¬ 
mittee  Selected  In  St.  Louis  To 
Formulate  Plans  At  Coming  Kansas 
City  Meeting. 

In  response  to  tho  state  wide  agita¬ 
tion  that  hlissouri  should  follow  the 
ox.aiiipic  of  other  states  in  forming 
a  State  high  school  athletic  associa¬ 
tion  a  meeting  of  the  high  school  supor- 
iiitcndents  wns  held  recently  at  St. 
Louis  and  a  constitution  framed  along 
witli  tho  appointment  of  a  committee, 
to  act  .as  a  controlling  body. 

With  the  agitation  pointing  to  tho 
fact  that  Missouri  and  Tennessoo  were 
tho  only  two  states  in  tho  union  ivith- 
out  such  an  nssoci.ation,  that  tlio  sports¬ 
manship  in  high  school  athletics  was 
poor,  that  there  wore  no  standards  of 
eligibility,  tliat  there  were  no  moans  of  j 
promoting  tlie  right  relationship  bo-| 
tween  the  high  schools  in  athletics,  tho 
Nortliwest  Missouri  Athletic  Associa¬ 
tion  took  tlie  lend  with  its  system  of 
organization  with  the  co-operation  of 
tho  other  athletic  associations  over  tho 
state  succeeded  in  making  some  impor¬ 
tant  stops  toward'  tlio  organization  of 
tho  State  Association. 

A  coniniittoo  of  five  members  'was 
appointed,  consisting  of  O.  G.  Sanford 
of  Trenton  as  chairman;  Otto  Dubneh, 
Kansas  City  Central;  Carl  Burris, 
Clayton;  L.  W.  King,  Monroe  City;  and 
11.  M.  McCall  of  Cartersvillo.  This 
committee  will  meet  again  in  February.
